IN] ORDER TO ILLUSTRATE THIS QUESTION 
I desire to make a statement. On the th of 
June, 1881, the State Department issued a circu- 
lar letter to our Ministers in Europe touching 
the policy of the United States in retation to the 
interoceanic canal. That letter, be addressed 
to ali the Governments of Europe, did not af- 
ford scope for discussion of the obstacle which 
lay in the way of the poly, which was the 
Cilayto#- Bulwer treaty. That related especially 
to Engiand, so it was not deemed wise or proper 
to make any allusion to it in the circular letter 
to all the other Powers as weli as Engiand. But, 
practically, both papers were prepared at the 
same time. Tue one relating to the Clayton- 
Bulwer tfeaty was blocked out, and 80 
far blocked out chat tHe President and myself 
had gone over the points to be presented 
and the notes were full upon it. But that pa- 
per, when the President was shot, was laid aside, 
and never was withdrawn from the peon- hole 
until President Arthur had been thirty or forty 
days im the exercise of the Presidency, and it 
was sent weeks afterwards by reason of the 
President's authority to do it. I give that as an 
iilustration of the very important point, which 
is also true in réward to tbe @eruvian and South 
American quesuon. and which is, that 

NO IMPORTANT ACTION WAS TAKEN 
upon any material int whatever without the 
directions and kuowledge of one or other of the 
two Presidents. I want to make that statement 
as broad as language can make it. 

The Chairmuan—la that connection, I would be 
giad to have Mr. Blaine explain, as fully at tie 
deems proper and material, the practice of the 
Secretary of State in reference to the President 
in the preparation of his instructions to any of 
our South American Ministers, including Kur- 
but and Trescott. 

Mr. Blaine — The question is a comprehensive 
one, and 1 may possibly give ita comprehensive 
answer. ino reference to the preparation of dis- 
patches, I am of course always loath to quote 
anytning of the dead; and I never would quote 
a controverted point; but the President of the 
United States, now deceased, said to me very 
shortly after I had brought the matter of 
diplomacy before the Cabmet: Mr. Lincoln 
directed Seward to bring ali bis foreiga matters 
to him, and not to introduce them to the Cabinet 
unless be so directed or requested.“ He said: 
“The policy of the United States is peculiarly 
and entirely an executive matter, and when the 
advice of the entire Cabinet is needed, it is for 
the President to ask it, and not for the Secretary 
of State to bring it in. 1 do not mean that as 
any direction or reprimand, but as laying dowa 
the policy.” ) 

FROM THAT TIME. FORWARD 
l never introduced anything into the Cabinet 
except at the request of the President. At te 
same time the habit of the Department of State, 
under all Administrations, I think, 80 far asi 
have been able to gather it, has been not to load 
the President down by calling upon him tor 
every petty detail, but for anything that in- 
volved the permanent policy, ora change of 
policy, or which concerned anything that would 
in any way commit the Government to any im- 
portant step, it would never be taken by a 
prudent Secretary of State except with the con- 
sent and advice ot the President. And lam very 
sure i make a statement of great moderation 
when I say that no step committing this Gov- 
ernment to anything whatever of importance, no 
step outlining or prefacing any policy that wou id 
involve the Government in any direction what- 
ever, was ever taken by me during the ten 
months I was Secretary of State without the 
knowledge, consent, cheerful willingness, and 
advice either of President Garfield or President 
Arthur.

To the Western associated Press. 
ALBANY, N. V., April 26.—The Anti-Monoply 

Convenuon met today, 400 delegates being pres- 

ent. L. C. Chittenden was chosen temporar 

Chairman. At the evening session Emerson 

Davis was chosen permanent Chairman. The 

report of the Committee on Kesolutions was 

adopted. It proclaims some general principles, 
and deciares that the public welfare and safety 

— the following specific measures of ro- 
ef: 


First—Laws compelling transportation com- 
panies to base their charges for passenges and 
freight upon cost and risk of service, with a fair 
profit added, instead of upon the new theory ad- 
vanced by them of what the traffic will bear.“ 

second—Laws to prohibit the establishmeat of 
through construction companies or other de- 
vices of fictitious or frauduient cost for works 
of a public nature, and prohibiting unjust dis- 
crimimations inst individuals and localities. 

Tbird—A Railroad Commission for the State of 
New York, which shall have adequate powers to 
see these laws are enfurced, and which com- 
mission should be non-partisan in its character. 

Fourth—Free canals and a liberal policy to- 
wards our other waterways, which during the 
season of navigation are potent in preventing 
exorbitant charges by railroads. 

Fifth—Probibition against free passes and 
more efficient laws against the crime of bribery, 
and for the protection of the purity of the bal- 
lot and securing full power to the people over 
nominations at primary elections. 

Sixth—Public service in all its departments 
foun-ied wholly upon honesty and capability. 

Seventh—Zqual rights and equal taxation for 
all. so that every citizen, and every corporation, 
association, or yee — shall have full protee- 
tion of the laws and bear its full and equal share 
of the burdens of the Government. 

Eighth—A free, unsubsidized press. This bul- 
wark of free institutions must be maintained in 
its purity. Journals which may have been pur- 
chased by monopolists must be distrusted, and 
those which are not thus subsidized must be sus- 
tained by the people. 

THE RESOLUTIONS ALSO DECLARE 


that if existing political parties should be so 
controlled by monopoly influences as to ignore 
or disregard these just and salutary measures, 
then the organization of a new party will be im- 
peratively demanded. The rights of capital as 
well as labor are reeognized, but they believe 
the time has come when the people must organ- 
ize to restrain the power wielded bya few un- 
scrupulous meu who have obtained control of 
the great forces of the time, and who in their 
use seem to recognize no principle ot action but 
personal or corporate aggrandizement. 

Mr. Thurber’s addition to the resolutions as 
odopted are as follows: 

Public lands, the common inheritance of the 
whole people, should be reserved for actual 
settiers. The currency measure of values, 
whether metailic or paper, should be equa! to 
the coin, and be issu and controlled by the 
Government only. The known benefits of the 
postal system in other countries to be adopted 
in the United States; including postal savings- 
bank and postal telegraph and telephone.

The Bakers. 

The strike of the journeymen breadbakers 
continues, with littie prospect of a compromise. 
The leading bakers are not furnishing a supply 
of bread equai to the demand. but they are doing 
their best with new hands, and Bremner hopes 
by today to have a full quota of men at work. 
The employers are paying, and they say that 
they are willing to continue to pay, $15 per week, 
but they want no limit as to the number of 
hours which shall constitute a day’s work. The 
men want twelve hours to be called a day 
with them, but the employers claim 
that such an apportionment would be 
unjust to them. The men take about two hours 
to prepare their dough, and generaily lay off 
about two hours until itis ready for the oven. 
They then rest another hour. If the men were 
allowed a day ot tweive hours, they could easily 
manipulate things so as to give them three or 
four hours overtime each day. Each baker is 
supposed to be able to work up two barrels of 
flour a , and if they will guarantee to do that 
in a day of twelve hours, the bosses will come 
to their terms. But the men refuge to accede 
to any such proposition. strixe last 
for some time yet, but, apperentiy, 12 
seem at present to have the upper hand of the 
men who are out. . 


But Little Change in the Situation at 
Toronto,

Toroto, April 26.—The striking tradesmen 
heid their usual meeting today.

SenaTor EDMUNDs saw clearly the unwis- 
dom of striking out unqualifiediy the amend- 
ment to the Chinese Restriction bill making 
its provisions extend to skilled laborers, and 
he introduced an amendment which reads as 


follows: The words Chinese laborers,’ 
wherever used in this act, shall be construed 
to mean all persons who are usually em- 
ployed in manual labor.” This amendment, 
perhaps, will cover the ground sufiiciently. 
It will, at. least, prevent the bill from being 
perfectly abortive and absurd. As to the in- 
tention of the United States with reference 
to skilled labor in negotiating the last treaty 
with China, the following extract from the 
memorandum of the American Commission- 
ers sent to Secretary Evarts seems to be con- 
elusive: 

The Chinese Government submitted a echeme 
which provided that artisans should not be in- 
cluded among Chinese laborers. As to this point 
of the scheme it is unnecessary to repeat the 


obvious rensons why they could not even be 
taken into consideration. 


The bill unexpectedly went over until to- 
day. What shape it will finally take cannot 
now be foretold, but it is safe to say that the 
restriction as to skilled laborers, in the shape 
of the Edmunds amendment or some other, 
will be adopted. 


LATEST MOVE OF THE GOLDITES. 
A majority of the House Committee on 
Banking and Currency presented a report a 
few days ago in which, following the recom- 
mendations of the New York Secretary of 
the Treasury in his annual report, they 
favor the suspension of further silver coin- 
age and a repeal of the law authorizing the 
issue of silyer certificates. Representative 
Dietrich Smith, of this State, on behalf of 
the minority of the committee, has since 
brought in a report in opposition to the 
measure proposed by the majority, in which 
an excellent argument is made against the 
discontinuance of the silver certificates. A 
comparison of these two documents reveals 
the poverty of reasoning on the part of the 
goldites and the great strength of the argu- 
ment in favor of maintaining the present 
status df silver in the monetary system. 
he. Congressional representatives of the 
gold clique recommend that silver certificates 
ba,discontinued and the coinage of the silver 
doliar limited to the demand for the same for 
actual physical circulation until such time 
as there shall be an international agreement 
upon aratio for legal-tender silver coin, or 
until there shall be an equal bullion value 
between gold and silver at the present Amer- 
ican ratio. The insincerity of this pretense 
at fairness is evident from two conditions. 
First, the President by failing to appoint 
Commissioners to the International Mone- 
tary Conference which was to reassemble at 
Paris about this time, and otherwise dis- 
couraging the movement for an interna- 
tional agreement upon a ratio of values 
between gold and silver, is using all 
the inflwence of the American Government 
to a readjustment of values between 
the two metals. Secondly, the very act of 
suspending further silver coinage in the 
United States would increase instead of 
diminish the difference in the bullion 
values of gold and silver. It is perfectly 
clear, therefore, that the proposition of the 
goldites is not to await a change of condi- 
tions, as the report of the committee would 
imply, but to influence the prevailing condi- 
tions adversely to the interests of bimetal- 
lism. Their sole purpose is to eliminate the 
presence of silver from the American mone- 
tary system and reduce the legal-tender re- 
sources of the country to gold alone, thereby 
enhancing the value of bonds, and mortgages, 
and securities of all kinds, and increasing 
the obligations of debtors, whether Govern- 
ment, municipal, corporate, or individual. 
The majority of the committee presented 
no sufficient reasons for suddenly abandon- 
ing the present policy in regard to silver. 
They reassert the stale objection that the 


| silver dollars have tailed to get into circula- 


tien, and draw the false conclusion that sili- 
ver is not popular. The fact, is that every 
silver dollar coined is in circulation, either 
physically or by means of certificates of de- 
| posit in the Government Treasury which af- 
ford the most convenient means for circula- 
tion, The money stock of the country in- 


of this kind, largely in the Southern States, 


no larger proportion of gold in physical cir- 
culation than there is of silver. The predic- 
tuon made by the Secretary of the Treasury, 
that a continuance of the present system will 
drive out gold and reduce us to an exclusive 
silver coinage, is divested of all its terror by 
the simple fact that the stock of gold has stead- 
ily and rapidly increased during the past four 
years, until there is now nearly twice as 
much gold ($440,000,000) in the country as 
there was when the remonetization act was 
passed (8247, 000, 000). But the very strongest 
argument in favor of the system of eertiii- 
cates is the confident assertion, based upon 
reason and experience, that in any time of 
financial revulsion the certificates represent- 
ing the actual deposit of coin, whether of 
gold or silver, will always be worth par, 
whatever may be the effect of the depression 
on Government legal-tender notes, on the 
Nationai-bank notes, or on any other form of 
paper currency. When the Secretary of the 
Treasury in his report, and the majority of 
the Banking Committee in their report,sought 
to bring silver certificates into contempt, this 
quafity of exact equivalence with coin values 
was carefully suppressed. 

The fact seems to be that the gold clique of 
the East, with asordid and selfish purpose, 
are disposed to make another effort to reduce 
the legal-tender resources of this country to 
the meagre and insufficient supply of gold 
alone. They still hope that they may by this 
means inerease the value of the securities 
they hold, and are indifferent to the injustice 
and oppression such a scheme would put 
upon the people. They are counting in vain 
upon the ignorance or indifference of the 
American people if they expect to carry out 
any such project. They have control of the 
Administration, and they may with its aid 
embarrass and delay the international bimetal- 
lic movement, but we do not believe they can 
make Congress a party to their conspiracy. 
No Congressman representing a constituency 
outside a few communities controlled by the 
money-lenders will dare to surrender to the 
goldites if he has any hope for a political 
future. 


THEFIS OF PUBLIC LANDS. 

A very curious illustration of the manner 
in which the land-grant business has been 
administered by the several Secretaries of 
the Interior and by the several persons who 
have held the office of Commissioner of the 
Land-Oflice during the last twenty-five years 
has just been made public, showing an indif- 
ference to public interests and a neglect of 
official duty of aremarkable character. From 
alist of these grants, which have lapsed 
many years since, and which seem to have 
been totally neglected by the land officers, 
we gather some astonishing facts. 

ln the case of the Cedar Kapids & Missouri 
River Railroad, the road has been completed. 
By the terms of the grant, the road being 271 
miles long, the maximum quantity of land to 
which the company could possibly be enti - 
tled was 1,042,644 acres; but the amount 
actually certified and patented to the com- 
pany was 1,141,690, an excessof 98,746 acres. 
But in fact this grant was reduced by other 
grants to overlapping roads to afi amount 
which leaves the company over 300,000 acres 
in excess of what it was entitied to. 

The Sioux 5 St. Paul, of Iowa, ob- 


tained 407,910 achs of land, when under the 
grant it was entit to receive about 322,000 
acres, and the company of the same name in 
Minnesota obtained 1,200,858 acres of land 
under a grant which gave only 850,000 acres. 

In the case of the St. Paul & Pacific Road 
in Minnesota, the Company has received land 
under the grant, but the Land-Office has not, 
it seems, even to this day, estimated how 
much it was entitled te, nor how much it has 
obtained in exces, of the grant. 

The Winona & St. Peter Railroad Company 
presents a case of official neglect or indiffer- 
ence which is disgraceful to the department 
of the Government responsible for it. It ap- 
pears that neminally it Had under the bound- 
aries described by the grant a claim to 1, 710, 
000 acres, but the actual area of land, as per 
the measurement of the road, was only 710,000 
acres; nevertheless, the Company has ob- 
tained patents for 1,668,007 acres, or nearly 
1,000,000 acres more than can be crowded in- 
to the real afea of the grant. 

Our Southern brethren have not been un- 
mindful of the opportunities which these 
grants have afforded for quietly plundering 
the National domain. <A few of these cases 
are given in the list. The Alabama & 
Chattanooga Railroad obtained grants for 
444,000 acres, with a possible increase to 
461,000 acres, but the unfinished portions of 
the road have obtained over 600,000 acres. 
One feature of these grants was that the land 
along the line of the grants was to be with- 
drawn from sale and entry until, as the roads 
were cowpleted, the companies would make 
the selections and receive patents for so 
much as they would be found entitled to. 
But many of these grants were made as long 
ago as 1856, and the roads have never been con- 
structed, and some of them have never been 
begun, and the grants themselves expired 
ten or fifteen years ago, but the land has 
during all these years been withdrawn and 
held in reserve, waiting in contempt of pub- 
lic interest for somebody to come in un- 
der the grants. There was one road in 
Mississippi to which a grant was 
made in 1856 The road was never 
built, but in 1860 all the fertile lands in alter- 
nate sections for a breadth of thirty miles 
and for a length of 170 miles, amounting to 
1,600,000 acres, were withdrawn from set- 
tlement, and are now held reserved from 
sale or entry. There are frequent instances 


where the land has been withdrawn from 
settlement for twenty-five years, though no 
roads have been built. The Land Depart- 
ment seems to have forgotten all record of 
perhaps many millions of acres of land 
which oughtlong since have been thrown 
open to settlement and occupancy. 

In many of these instances the eases fur- 
nish clear and direct evidence of the actual 
theft of land, and of valuable | 


cant, would involve an expense so huge as to 
amount to National beggary, if not bank- 
ruptey. The Nation has spent nearly 200 
millions during the past ten years and has 
nothing to show for the money except a lot 
of old rotten and rusty hulks. The Chair- 
man ot the Naval Committee, the charming 
Robeson, informed the House the other day 
that we have now thirty-six old ships rated 
in the Register as ships of war, not one of 
which can ever fire a gun, and that with the 
exception of the fourteen ironclads we have 
not a vessel today that would dare go into 
battle. If this be the result of spending 
$200,000,000—the collection of a lot of old 
hulks—how much would it take to builda 
navy that would compete with France, 
for instance, with its fifty-four tronciad 
vessels of various classes, not to speak of its 
fifty-four fast and well-armed cruisegs, and 
fifty more vessels, all of them ready at any 
moment for active work? We do not men- 
tion England, for that would be still more 
discouraging. To repair the present fleet is 
just as impracticable as to build a new one. 
The New York Times says it cost $200,000 to 
put a pair of boilers in the Minnesota, $728,- 
000 to furnish the Pensacola with machinery, 
and $764,000 to provide the Tennessee with 
engines, which shortiy after they were put 
in had to be repaired at a cost of $412,000, 
And yet Mr. Harris, who comes from the 
seaboard, thinks that with $20,000,000 a new 
navy could be built! A man who had driven 
a prairie-schooner could have told him better 
than that. There is not money enough in 
the Treasury, not money enough in circula- 
tion, not money enough in the mines 
of the Great West, to build a navy 
that could be used for fighting pur- 
poses, and inasmuch as the navy, if we 
had the money to build it, would have to go 
immediately into dry-dock for repairs, and 
the repairs would cost more than the original 
outlay for building, it follows that it ought 
not to be done unless we are prepared to 
plunge over the precipice into National ruin 
and bankruptcy. 

If the naval condition of this Government 
is thoroughly examined it will be found that 
we are ready for war in one respect alone. 
With that large generosity and overflowing 
sympathy for Poor Jack” which always 
characterized Mr. Robeson, he left behind 
him when he quit the Navy Department a 
collecuon of old clothes that was simply ex- 
uberant. It is safe to say that in breeches 
and jackets, If not in Vessels and guns, we 
may defy the world, Robeson worked not 
only for the present but for the future, He 
had generations of sailors yet unborn in view 
when he laid in clothes, and he laid them in 
so enthusiastically that he forgot all about 
the advertising requirements of the law and 
bought with lavish hand iu the open market. 
It we are to build a navy we then must build 
it up to Robeson’s aggregation of jackets and 
breeches. This of itself would bankrupt the 
Treasury and tax the people until they were 
squeezed dry as an Egyptian fellah. When 
the inventory of what Mr. Robeson had left 
was taken, the chief of provisions and cloth- 
ing testified that there was $1,300,000 of cloth- 
ing on hand, $900,000 of which was stored in 
New York, and that there was $400,000 owing 
onit. Atthe request of the committee the 
Paymaster calculated how many years ahead 
the navy was supplied through Robeson’s 
generosity and sympathy for the sailor. He 
found that there were pea jackets enough to 
last twenty-three years and monkey jackets 
enough to last thirty-five years, boots enough 
for ten years, blue cloth and canvas-trousers 
enough fur eight years, and, besides all this, 
he had Jaid in additionally ten years of blue 
satinet, four years of blue flannel, fourteea 
years of thin flannel, and seven years of 
duck. 

Evidently, theréfore, the Government will 
not have to trouble itself about clothing for 
years to come. Indeed, there is every reason 
to believe that the present accumulation can 
never be used. Why not utilize it, therefore, 
in some other direction? Soldiers cannot 
wear sea-toggery. The very Indians who are 
now on the war-path iu Arizona had broad- 
cloth sent to them last year which they sold 
in Tucson at a dollar ayard. Why not fit 
them out in monkey jackets and duck 
trousers? It is cheaper than sending them 
broadcloth, or than letting Robeson’s bequest 
lie until the moths have riddled it, and then 
repair it at several hundred dollars a jacket. 

Commander Gorringe has contributed a 
paper to the North American:..Review in 
which he sets forth his ideas of an American 
navy, and they are very sensible. He would 
take care of the coast with coast defenses, 
and he would build a navy of light, swift, 
and well-armed eruisers, not for fighting 
purposes, but capable of wiping out the com- 
merece of any nation with which we might 
be at war. A swarm of Alabamas on the 
ocean would be à terror to any nation. This 
is the kind of navy we need, and it is all. 
By selling the présent collection of hulks for 
firewood and old.iron, and disposing of Robe- 
son’s museum of clothing to some Power 
that has a real navy, a handsome sum might 
be realized towards the expense. Lf a vigi- 
lance committee could then be formed with 
power to hang any man caught stealing, the 
rest of the money could be easily raised and 
the navy built. That it will ever be done, 
however, until the work is taken out of the 
hands of any one on the seaboard or within 


a thousand miles of sait water is not so clear.

Tux coarse, truculent, and offensive man- 
ner of young Perry Belmont, ex-polo- player 
and present member of Congress, had the 
effect to draw some expressions of impatience 
and irritation from~Mr. Blaine in his exam- 
ination before the Foreign Affairs Committee 
yesterday. It was evident to candid ob- 
servers that Mr. Blaine was annoyed by the 
impertinent and insulting manner in which 
the questions were put, but not by the ques- 
tions themselves. Belmont had a list of ques- 
tions supposed to be drawn up for his use by 


some of the Modoc ettorneys, but the ex- 


aminer himself was profoundly ignorant of 
the subject. He spoke of the Landreau 


ciaim as if it were owned by the Peruvian 
Company, whereas it is owned solely by 
Landreau himself, He seemed to imply that 
Blaine himsei might have an improper in- 
terest in it. Measked why Mr. Blaine had 
appointed Mr. Gardini, Gehrer r’s husband, a 
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Public intelligence seems to be very insuf- 
ficiently informed in regard to both the 
Cochet and the Landreau claims against 
Peru. It has been erroneously supposed 
that they were bound up together, that the 
titles were the same, and that the interests 
of the #ipposed claimants were identical. 
That colossal liar Shipherd was aecustomed 
to speak and write in his loose, fantastic 
way about these claims as if he represented 
them both, and many persons believed that 
he did, or at least that he had an interest in 
having them both adjudicated. Bat nothing 
of the kind is true. Shipherd had no more to 
do with the Landreau claim than he had to 
do with the Geneva Award claims. He did 
not even know that Landreau was stil! living. 
The Cochet claim descended through a nat- 
ural son and one or more assignments to the 
Peruvian Company, which Shipherd organ- 
ized and represented. It was an absurd 
claim, first, because the illegitimate son 
could not inherit it, and, secondly, be- 
cause it could not be assigned and 
acquire a new national character. If it 
were possible to assign claims of this 
sort in that way they might be parceled 
outin such a manner that all the nations of 
the earth would be interested in them. The 
Landreau claim is still held by the original 
owner, an American citizen, who is now 
Consul at Santiago de Cuba. It had been 
commended to the attention of Congress by 
the House Committee on Foreign Affairs, 
and the good offices of the Government in its 
behalf were asked by a unanimous vote of 
the House. Mr. Fish and Mr. Evarts in- 
structed our Ministers to Peru to use their 
“good offices” to have it formally adjudi- 
eated. Mr. Blaine did the same thing—no 
more and no less. In his note of August, 
1881, to Mr. Hurlbut, the Secretary of State 
called attention to the fact that the courts of 
Peru refused to take jurisdiction of the 
claim of Landreau, and said: In the opin- 
ion of this Government, Peru is bound, in 
duty and honor, todo one of three things— 
viz.:supply an impartial tribunal, extend 
the jurisdiction of the present courts, or sub- 
mit the case to arbitration.” Hurlbut was 
further instructed to see that the conclusion 
of peace between Peru and Chili should 
not impair or jeopardize the rights 
which Landreau, after a judicial investiga- 
tion, shall be found to possess, and that his 
claim should follow the territory if the latter 
should be transferred to Chili, In point of 
fact, this same territory has since been trans- 
ferred and the English bondholders have 
gobbled the claim of Landreau, and very 
much more besides, 

The facts as to Landreau are fully set 
forth in the volume of correspondence re- 
lating to Chili, Peru, and Bolivia, pages 639 to 
6”. It appears, from the letters of Mr. Fish 
and Mr. Evarts, from the report of the United 
States Examiner of Claims, and from the report 
of the House Foreign Affairs Committee, that 
the equity of John C. Landreau’s claim was 
repeatedly reeognized by our Government. 
Landreau was an American citizen and had 
been since 1857. He wasa partner of The- 
ophile Landreau, and prosecuted explorations 
in Peru and the guano islands with him. 
They discovered large deposits of guano and 
nitrates, Which covered by thick beds 
of sand. The Peruvian Government had, by 
proclamation, promised to the discoverers 
of such deposits one-third in value of 
all the nitrates and guano they should 
find, This compact was repudiated by Peru, 
and the Landreaus had no remedy. They 
asked only for a standing in court. Then 
this was denied them. The good offices of 
our Government were employed solely to ob- 
tain such hearing for an undoubted Ameri- 
ean citizen, and the request was in accord- 
ance with the diplomatic usages of nations. 

The Landreau claim was for $7,300,000. It 
was not an air-bubble like Shipherd’s 8900, 
000,000 Cochet claim, which had descended 
to him through an illegitimate Frenchman 
by assignment, and the sole consideration for 
which is said to have been $11 paid in hand. 
Whether the Landreau claim was good is one 
question; whether our Government was jus- 
tified in urging the Peruvian Government to 
adjudicate upon it one way or the other is 
quite another question. But there can be no 
doubt whatever that it was the duty of the 
State Department, in view of the action of 
Congress, to save the rights of Landreau to a 
judicial determination of his claim when it 
was proposed to transfer the property in 
question from one Government to another.

The unprecedented high price to which United 
States 4 per cent bonds have advanced during 
the past week (1214 yesterday) isa misieading 
feature, if accepted as an index of the * 
market. These are almost the only United States 
bonds nowin the market to an extent that 
would make them available as securities for 
National- bank circulation.and therefore the only 
ones the banks could buy to replace the $75,000, - 
000 of other bonds called in by the Treasury in 
the last five months. This alone would cause an 
advance in their price above other interest-pay- 
ing investments. But it is believed chat the 
supply of these bonds in the market is to a 
large extent controlled by a few large concerns 
and capitalists, and that the prices have been 
advanced as much by such control for - 
lative purposes as by the actual buying of the 
banks to replace the called bonds. But while 
money is not as cheap as the prices of these 
bonds would seem to indicate, there u an ua- 
usually large amount of capital seeking invest- 


ment.

THE RESULT OF THE TORY CHANGE OF 
FRONT 18 A RADICAL LIBERALIZATION OF 
THE PREMIER'S VIEWS.

LonDoOn, April 26.—In the House of Commons 
today great amazement was created by a formal 
statement on irish affairs made by Mr. Giad- 
stone. He announced that he would soon intro- 
duce a bil respecting arrears of rent in Ireland. 
making them a gift and not a loan to the tenant. 
He said this was necessary; the Government 
must do it. The Government must also, the 
Premier said, make compensation to the land- 
lords tor losses ensufhg to them @rom this policy 
from the Cuurch fund. In a vein of discourage- 
ment Gladstoue closed his statement with an ap- 
peal to the Oppesitign to support the Govern- 
ment plans, whieh, he said, to be successful, 
must be the result of impartial action. He said 
he most earnestly boped that the present small 
gieam of hope for the restoration of peace and 
prosperity in Ireland would iscrease, and he 
was sure it would if the Opposition would now 
meet him half way in the sincere effort he pro- 
posed. 

ANOTHER RENDITION OF WHAT GLADSTONE 

SAID. 

Lonpbown, April 26.—In the Commons Mr. Glad- 
stoue said the Government could not support a 
second reading of the Healy-Paraell Land bill. 
The Land act, he said, might not ve disturbed, 
but this Opinion did not apply tothe purchase 
and arrears clauses. The latter clause certain- 
ly fell far short its o8 object, and should be legis- 
lated upon early in the present session. The 
Government would approach the question im- 
partially, listening to suggestions of all quali- 
fied persons and settling the quesdon effectua!l- 
ly. Gladstone praised the, system for settling 
arrears sketched in the Irish bill, and said he 
knew many landlords thought the settlement 
should be compulsory. He considered that re- 
lief should take the form of a gift 
and not a loan. Gladstone stated that 
he would discuss the purchase clauses on 
Smith's motion. He saw in the [Irish bili the 
first gleam of hope on a dark subject: for, al- 
though be was confident of the power of the 
Empire, compulsion, he declared. was com- 
pletely alien to the spirit of the Constitution. 
He approved of the application of the Irish 
Church surplus fund for aiding tenants in ar- 
rears, but feared the fund was not large enough 
for the purpose. At the beginaing of his speech 
Gladstone referred to the proposals it might be 
the duty of the Government to introduce at the 
present session for the direct purpose of malu- 
taining peace over Ireland. 

HEALY, O’SHRA, AND M’FARLANE 
expressed satisfaction with Gladstone’s state- 
ment. Healy believed the intentions of the 
Government, as indicated by Giadstone, were 
sincere. 

W. E. Forster. Chief Secretary for Ireland, an-

New York, April 26.—One of the most gigan- 
tic monopolies of the age has been created by 
the union of the Edison Electrio- Light Company 
with the Gramme Electrical Company on the 22d 
of lust mouth. By this combination the severg) 
large companies that claim to control all of the 
patents applying to existing systems of lighting 
by electricity are formed ſuto One monster or- 
ganization. The Gramme Company was estab- 
lished in the latter part of April, 1881, and, prior 
to the joining of the Edison Company, was com- 
posed of the American Electric Company of 
New Britain, Conn., the Brush Electric Com- 
pany, the Fuller Electrical Company, the 
Jablochkoff Electric- Lighting Company, 
the United States Electric-Lighting Com- 
pany, ana the Western Electric-Light 
Company. Au of these Companies were 

POSSESSED OF VALUABLE PATENTS, 
and were supposed to be backed by ample 
means. So strong, in fact, did the Gramme 
Company consider iteelf that it announced by 
circular that the patents owned by ite members 
covered the fundamental priacipies involved 
in all the existing systems of lighting by eiec- 
tricity and cannot be successfully avoided by 
outside companies.” As the Edison Company 
was at that time one of the “outside compa- 
nies,” it ought reasonably be inferred 
that the language of the ecirovlar was 
directed at that company as well as to 
smaller aud much less powerful 
organizations. The first annual meeting of the 
Board of Trustees of the Gramme Electrical 
Company was held at the company’s office in the 
Boreel Building, Broadway, yesterday after- 
noon and this morning, and 

THE FIRST ANNUAL MEETING 
of the stockbolders of the same company was 
begun this afternoon. Mr. Henry I. Hoyt, Presi- 
dent of the Gramme Company presided during 
the former meeting, and Maj. 8. B. Baton, 
Vice-President of the Edison Electric 
Light Company, was Chairman of the 
stockholders’ meeting. The character of 
both meetings was more conversational than 
otherwise, the objects, prospects, and internal 
policy of the great organization being inform- 
ally discussed. It was announced that among 
other topics brought up for consideration was 
the best methods to be rsuedto gain public 
confidence in a responsible system of electrical 
lighting. The meeting was adjourned until li 
O lock tomorrow, when it is expected there will 
be an election of officers. Prior to this meeting 
it had not been generally Known that the Edison 
Company bad 
JOINED THE GRAMME COMPANY, 

and, being questuoned conctrning it, President 
Hoyt said: 

Oh yes, the Edison Company are with us. That 
company could not very well do anything eise 
than come in. You see the Gramme Electrical 
Company own patents mat cover every aystem 
of electric lighting, and there is no company 
that would care to stand out agaist us.“ 

Mr. Hoyt thea entered into an explanation of 
the extent, powers, and purposes of the Gramme 
Company. He said that public confidence had 
been shaken in the electric-light enterprises by 
the organizationof “ wildcat stock companies, 
whose only object seemed to be to f 1 
lot of worthless stack upon a gullible public. 
Such companies were being organized all over 
the country. They owned no patents, and were 
for the most part entirely irresponsibie. One of 
the chief objects of the Gramme Company is to

bare a list of forty or fifty of them, and the 
agents of our company keep themselves thor- 
oughly posted as to the movements of all such 
speculative enterprises.

that, as far as outside companies afe concerned, 
active steps will de taken to wipe out every 
electric-light company in the country unless 
they should have something new and worthy of 
consideration in the way of an electric lirht. 
The statement is also made that there is proba- 
diy not a patent lawyer in the country of any 
prominence or special ability who is not en- 
gaged iu the interests of the Gramme Company. 
he President of the Edison Electric Company 
stated to a reporter of the Times this afternoon

THE NEGOTIATIONS FOR CONSOLIDATION 
had been under consideration since last August. 
Quite recently only agreeable arrangements 
were mude satisfactory to the Gramme company 
and its constituents, and on the 22d of Maren 
the Edison company formaliy became members 
of the former organization. The Edison people 
hold, however, that the Edison machine in no 
sense whatever —＋ 4 on the Gramme pa- 
tents. The objects of the cousolidation, they 
say, are to “avail themselves of the advantages of 
a business organization controlled by peopie en- 
xagedin enterprises similar to their own, and 
united to promote harmony. uniformity, and 
simplicity of prices, and also to prevent the pub- 
lic from being imposed upon by new companies 
witbout tents and without integrity.”

Gossip from the Board of Trade—The 
Grain Markets—Corn Excited with a 
Large Business—Pork Inspection in 
New York. 

“Corn is going to be the gamey deal this sum- 
mer.“ said a member of the board yesterday. 
“The market has been terribly excited ali day, 
and the volume of business is amazingly large. 
The price has fallen off about two cents per 
busbel, making a break of about seven cents 
within so many days.“ 

“ What was the cause of the break?’ 

“A great many stop orders’ Were received. 
The longs have been unloading large blocks. Ou 
‘Change it was nothing unusual for 50,000 and 
100,000 bushels to change hands in a lump. 
Mr. Hobbs sold all day, and 
of an immense quantity . 
Mr. Richer’s brokers were buying heavily. It 
appears to bave been a game of nip and tuck 
between these two operators, and the crowd 
tuok sides, of course. The shorts are making 
money,and have been raking in their profits 
since the last call. That accounts for the ad- 
vance this evening.” 

The Milwaukee crowd put April wheat up to 
$1.39 yesterday afternoon, with one sale at 
SL. They say the shorts are caliing rather 
more trequently on the Captain and accepting 
his terms of settlement. 

Saturday will about wind up thedeal. Some 
of the heaviest shorts still hoid out, and several 
are likely to default. 


CHICAGO PORK INSPECTION IN NEW YORK. 


The proposition made by Mr. Cragin, of the 
New York Produce Exchange, that that body 
make its rules relative to the inspection of pro- 
Visions similar to those in force here, or, rather, 
adopt the Chicago system of provision iaspec- 
tion, is looked upon by members of the trade 
here as nonsensical. 

One gentieman sad: 1 * York mess por 
is repacked in barrels of pounds for the ex- 
port trade. The product requires thorough cur- 
ing tor a jong voyage. Every barrel is inspected 
there, while here oniy five out of 100 barrels are 
inspected. The weight 8 bere is 199 
pounds; but the fali and winter packed product 
gains 74@10 per cent per barrel, bringing the 
figure up to about 200 nds or more. The 
Gotbamites buy our pork, repack it, and make 
money by doing so. The bulk of their trade is 
not like ours, and the adoption of the Chicago 
inspection by the New York Produce Exchange 
would simply be absurd. It would not increase 
their option business, which is evidently what 
they want.“ 

Another, who has lived in New York, said: 
The fact is, the trading in provisions on Man- 
hattan Isiand for future delivery is obsolete. 
About eight or ten yeurs ago New York had a 
rather large business of this kind, but when the 
old traders dropped out. nobody seemed to take 
their places, and the business went to grass. 
Chicago is great bead-centre for 
hog products, and the specuiative business 
naturally comes bere. Orders don't come from 
New York alone, but from all over the country 
and it is idle to think Chicago has been benetited 
altogether at New York's expense. If our sys- 
tem of inspection was adopted down there, I 
don’t think it would make any difference in the 
volume of theirs lative trade, nor stop the 

cking and ins on of every barrel of pork. 
The trouble in Gotham is they baveu't got the 
speculative constituency.”

Newman says that not knowing how 
much Hall was itnvoived in the-failure, he 
thought it to be for his own interest and for that 
of members of the Board of Trade, with whom 
the tirm had dealings, to dissolve the 
partnership at once, and 
telegraphed all it 
to dissolve till his (Hatl's) affairs with the bank 
were settied. Hall consented, observing at the 
same time that he didn’t see any reason why the 
house couldn't goon, Mr. Newman says that at 
that time he had no idea that such a state of at- 
fairs existed in Buffaio as bas lately come to light, 
Hull bad since represented to him that he was a 
stockholder in the bank.

Hall, be understood, 
was worth from $75,000 to $100,000, and, although 
he had known him only about a year, he 
considered hima good fellow. Hall tived in 
Buffalo, and Mr. Newman attended to tne busi- 
ness here. 

Mr. Newman says none of the Buffalo bank's 
funds were lost nere in speculation. Neither 
Hall nor Lee has anythi on the 
books, and fh fact the profits of trades made 
here for Buffalo customers have exceeded the 
losses. Mr. Newman is inclined to think the 
money was lost in mining speculations. He 
knew Mr. Hall was interested in 
Colorado mines, but no idea 
that the investment was over $20,000. He once 
cautioned Hall about them, and he told him he 
did not have much in mining properties. 

Mr. Newman said he knew nothing about the 
affuirs at the Buffalo end. The house bere had 
not done a heavy business lately because be 
considered the markets were wild and 
unsafe, and for this reason had 
cautioned his customers about 2 Mr. 
Newman feels that the disclosures at Buffalo 
bave brought him into unpleasant notoriety, 
and desires to have it understood that neither 
himself nor the business, which is now con- 
ducted iu bis own name, is in any way mixed up 
with the queer state of affairs in Buffalo.

How Long Will It Be Before We 
Can Get Cheaper Gas ? 


Who Backs the New Company Seek- 
ing a Franchise? 


Is It Mr, Billings or the Standard Oil 
Company? 


There has been an immense amount of specu- 
lation since the animated debate Monday night 
over the ordinance grant tml the Consumers’ Gas, 
Fuel & Light Company permission to lay down 
was-mains, as to what the company really is, as 
to who is back of it, and whether its corporators 
are sincere in their promise to furnish cheap 
and good gas if they are allowed to come in. 
Cheap gas of decent quality is what the citizens 
of Chicago have long been clamoring tor, 
and if they are assured that this or any 
ether company will furnish wh they 
want, they will probably be in favor of granting 
it the franchises it asks. The corporators of the 
new company are well known. They are gen- 
tlemen of high standing in the community, but 
they are not millionaires. To start gas-works 
on a paying basis in a city like this takes several 
million dollars, and it is two years ät least be- 
fore the receipts nto come in. So there 
must be capitalists ck of these gentiemen if 
the company isa bona tide one, as is generally 
admitted. And so the question is who these 
capitalists are. There are two theories on 
the subject. One is that the man in 
the background is A. M. Billings, the President 
of the West Side Gas Compuny; the other that it 
is the Standard Oil Company, a powerful Eastern 
corporation of which and of its methods very 
much has been written of late years. Those who 
believe that Mr. Billings is at the back of the 
scheme base their faith on the foilowing points: 
Firstly, that the new ordinance finds one of its 
strongest Aldermanic backers in the person of 
Mr. Cullerton, of the Sixth Ward, who bas for 
years been on terms of friendship with Mr. Bil- 
lings, and who has been abused often, though 
doubtiess unjustiy, as the West Side Gas 
Alderman of the Councii. They think that Ald. 
Cullerton ad tes this new ordinance simply 
because Mr. Billings wishes bim to do so, and 
that if Mr. Billings were uafriendly to the new 
scheme Cullertou would be found on the same 
side as the President of the West Side Company. 

Secondly, Mr. Billings has jong been anxious 
to get over onto the South Side. Over and over 
again, when Councils have been urging him to 
reduce the price of gas furnished the city, he 
has said that he was conducting business at a 
loss, and that his pipes, spread all over the miles 
of streets of the West §ide, were unproductive 
property, which he would be 

VERY GLAD TO EXCHANGE 
for that littie strip of the South Side iying north 
of Sixteenth street. That is true. The person 
furnishing gas to the hotels, the theatres, and 
the big business-houses of Chicago does a 
greater business at a smaller cost toan he could 
do in double the area, or trebie the area even, 
in any other partof thecity. It is difficult for 
the People's Company to cross the river. 
The Chicago Gas-Light and Coke Com- 
pany, commonly known as the South 
Side Company, was chartered in 1849, 
with an exclusive right to manufacture 
gas in this city for ten years. In 1855 the People's 
Company was chartered, with a provision in the 
act that it could lay pipes anywhere it. pleased 
in Chicago after 1859, with the consent of the 
Council, but that, between 1855 and 1859, it could 
lay them only with the consent of the Chicago 
Gaslight & Coke Co.—that is, until the exciusive 
ten-year-right of the last-famed company had 
expired. After the ten years ran out, the West 
Side Company beyan operations on 
the South Side, as well as in 
the West Division. It laid its mains on Ran- 
dolpu and on Lake street, and started to fur- 
nish gas there. Both companies found this con- 
test an unprofitable one. So, by private ar- 
rangement, they divided the territory between 
them, the oldest company taking the Norta and 
South Divisions, and the newest one the West.

This company p to furnish a gas 
made chietily from troleum or napbtha. 
For some time k the West Side 
company has deen experimenting with 
naphtha, using it to a large extent instead of 
canne!l coal for the purpose of enriching its gas. 
Now, it is understood they propose practically 
to cut loose from the use of coal and to manu- 
tacture gas entirely from petroleum. How far 
gas thus manufactured will meet the desires of 
consumers is not certain. The manufacture of 
such gas is, it is understood, forbidden in En- 
gland on the ground that it contains too large a 
percentage of carbonic oxide—that there is not 
enough of hydro- carbon in the gas to consume 
the carbonic oxide, and that the latter, conse- 
quently, escapes into the atmosphere from the 
burner, vitiating the air of the room. In the 
next place. it is claiified by these parties that the

to the full measure of their value. It will be 
remembered that some years ago THe TRIBUNE 
published considerable in reference to this com- 
pany piaging mortgage bonds to the amount of

extension of old ones, which, however, bas not 
ret been doue to any appreciable extent. 

he conclusion drawn from this is that the con- 
trolling stockholders of the West Side Company, 
having gotten about all they can out of the con- 
cern, are willing to let it pass into other hands 
and toembark in a new enterprise of furnish- 

gas in u different and better part of the city. 
ese are the arguments advanced in support 

of the proposition that Mr. Billings is behind 
the new company. But, on tho other band, Mr. 
Billings has expressiy denied that he has any- 
thing to do with tne Consumers’ 8 The 
fact, too, that be is connected with Mr. Rew ina 
new company which is distinct trom the Con- 
sumers’, apparently indicates that he has noth- 
ing to do with the megsure now pending before 
the Council. 

The Consumers’ Company proposes to manu- 
facture gas from water under what is known as 
the Lowe patent. They vbtain the hydrogen 
which they need in their gus by the decompo- 
sition of water. Wofks where gas is manufact- 
ured under this patent are in operation at Pull- 
man and in several cities at the Eust. It is 
stated that the right to manufacture under this 
patent in the States of Lilinois and Indiana be- 
longs to Messrs. Stevens. Tibbets, and Dwight, 
the last-named gentleman living in New York. 
The objection raised against gas made under 
this process is that it has no staying qualities— 
that 1s, that where the gas is supplied at a point 
distant from the works it does not retain its 
illuminating qualities as well as coal gas.

In the whole 
range of seventy-five books only seven changes 
have been made. The cost of these new books, 
except the geography, which is only a fraction 
higner, is less than the price paid for the old 
ones, and the number of children who would be 
deprived of the use of books outgrown by their 
Older brothers or sisters is comparatively small. 
The committee have endeavored to select good, 
cheap, and durable books. Thus far no com- 
plaints about the changes have come from the 
parents. The dissatisfaction appears to ema- 
nate chiefiy from the publishers whose books 
have given place to these later works.

THE ELECTRIC LIGHT ORDINANCE. 

The ordinance passed at the last mecting of 
the Council giving the Brush Electric Light 
Company the right to erect poles in the city is 
liabie to meet the Mayor’s oppositivn and never 
to become a law. He refuses, however, to say 
anything on the subject; but it is generally 
agreed that his veto will be interposed, for the 
reason that the ordinance is in conflict with the 
existing ordinances and has a tendency to foster 
the erection of telegraph poles without limit, 
which the people are cleariy opposed to. The 
existing ordinauce provides that No person 
shall hereafter erect, construct, or 
put up, any tel telexraph line 
or wire. or electric conductor iu any street, ave- 
nue, or alley, under peualty of $100 fine, etc.; 
and the Law Department holds that the “elec- 
tric-light ordinance” is covered by the ordi- 
nance quoted, and that the only way the new 
ordinance can be made effective, provided the 
Mayor does not veto it, is te repeal the general 
ordinance on the subject, which the public will 
scarcely consent to. It is reasonable to believe, 
therefore, that the Mayor will veto the ordi- 
nance and recommend that it be amended in ac- 
cordance with Aid. Burley’s ideas—requiring 
the company to lay its wires under ground, 


COUNTY -BUILDING.

Tue TRIBUNE'S exposé of the abusesat the 
County Hospital, which have grown out of the 
incompetency of the young internes who are 
learning their trade practically at the expense 
of patients in the institution, bas aroused con- 
siderable talk among%the Commissioners, all of 
whom acknowledge the truth of the strictures. 
The fact is delt the truth has not been 
stated. Actuaf typhoid-fever cases and people 
who were suffering with the diseases that shouid 
have been admitted to the hospital have been 
turned away by “the kids who are alleged to 
be doctors. Patients have been sent away from 
the hospitalto the Poor-House who should 
have remained where they were, and 
who died immediately after getting there. Some 
of the Commissioners insist that the hospital, 
which is one of the best-appointed in the world, 
has Been diverted from its real objects for the 
benefit of medi colleges. They propose to 
have this chang and will make an elfort to 
uu ve competent physicians, at fair saiuries, ap- 
pointed as house physicians and surgeons, who 
shall reside at the hospital. The students when 
put in charge affect more authority than gray- 
haired professors who have had the experience 
ot over a score of years. It is bard to change 
old customs, but tne change is bound to be made 
and ospital restored to the uses for which 
it was originaily intended—nawmely: the benefit 
of the sick poor of Cook County. 

THE CHARITY COMMITTEE. 

The Committee on Charities met and approved 
sundry bilis. They also had before them the 
usual batch of applications for passes. Mary 
Hays, of Evanston, was granted a pass to Omaha 
for herself and two babies.

Triennial Convention of the Churches 
of the Northwest, 

The Ninth Triennial Convention of Congrega- 
tional Churehes and Ministers of the Northwest 
was held yesterday in the lecture-room of the 
Union Pura Church, and was called to order by 
the Rev. G. GB. F. Savage, Secretary of the Board of 
Directors of the Chicago Theological Seminary. 
The call for the meeting set forth that under the 
constitution of the seminary the Board of 
Directors are required to call a conveation in Chi- 
cago every third year, consisting of one delegate 
from each Congregational church in Illinois, 
Indiana, Michigan, lowa, Missouri, Minnesota, 
Kansas, Nebraska, Dakota, Wyoming, and Col- 
orado. The duties of this convention are to Oil 
vacancies in the board and to attend to such 
general business as may come before it. 

A temporary orga tion was effected by the 
election of the Rev. Dr. Hastings, of Madison, 
Wis., as Chairman, and of the Rev. Frank Wood- 
bury and Rev. C. C. Uragin as Secretaries. 
The Rev. Dr. Cochrane, of Miinovis, led in prayer, 
and the roll of delegates was calied, showing 137 
ministerial and lay delegates present. 

he Key. Dr. Cochrane moved the appoint- 
ment of a committee to nominate permanent of- 
ficers. The motion prevailed, and the Chair 
nominated as such committee the Rev.

The report alluded to the death of two of 
the alumpi—one a local clergyman and the other 
a missionary in Central Afrida. The roll of 
alumni now includes 2 names. The number of 
students should be largely increased, as no more 
teachers would be reguired for 150 thau for one- 
third of that number. Passing to the financial 
condition of the seminary, the board referred to 
the munificent 


of a fire-proof ifprgry building to be erected on 
the Ashiand avefive front of the seminary 
grounds, and to be known forever as the Ham- 
mond Library.” 

professorship endowment fund of $100,000 
had been completed, and to this Col. Hammond 
bad contributed $20,000. The board expressed 
satisfaction with the financial condition of the 
seminary as shown by the Treasurer's report, 
and believed that a great future lay before it.

on “Theological Iustruction,”’ embodying the 
views of the facuity on that subject. They were 
of opinion that the standard of schvuiarsbip 
should be fuily maintained. The seminary was 
the urst to add a special course to the curriculum 
for the benefit of those who were not 
financially able to. go through the full 
course. ln view of the. aggressive 
action of skeptics, and - infidels, misters 
must be armed at all points to resist them, and 
their instruction should be thorough. The fac- 
ulty thought that a fourth year might be add ed 
to the course for extended instruction in Bibi - 
cal research, and that some modifications might 
be made in the special course. Germans and 
Scandinavians would be welcomed, aithough it 
was not considered ad visable at this time to give 
instruction in foreign tongues. A course of 
lectures on various topics was suggested, and 
the importance of thorough education in all 
branches was dwelt upon at length. 


THE REV. A. S. KEDZIK, OF ST. JOSEPH, MICH., 
presented a paper un The Seminary—lis Work 
and Wants, a synopsis of which is given as 
tollows: 5 

The school, the college, and the drill of ex 
rience have given the woird meu enough com- 
petent to trunsact its business, but the family 
the school, and the church have not produced 
men enough morally competent for the respoa- 
sibilities woich the wofid’s work lays upon them. 
The world’s weak side 1s its moralside. Now, 
how can be begotten that state of public senti- 
ment required for the safety alike of capital 
and character? 

The answer to this momentous question is 
very plain. Only by having society thoroughly 
pervaded with the principles and spirit of the 
Gospel of Christ, quickened by its aspirations 
and moved by its aims. So the world’s welfare 
requires vital, spiritual, aggressive church 
testifying to every truth of the Gospel, and | 
2 — - educated, and practically 
trained ministers. ‘he success of business, the 
safety of capital, as well as the nominal use of 
wealth, require a vast augmentagon of Gospel 
forees. For this our seminary can put to use all 
ite strength, actual and possible. 

Coming to more vital interests: Our seminary 
must be made strong, 80 as to send out men 
adequate in numbe gifts, and acquirements 
to preach that Gospel whose prevalence alone 
can thoroughly educate society and give 
a healthy tone to its moral life. 
The fetters of ignorance must be broken. That 
threatening illiteracy against which the New 
West Education Commission is throwing itselt 
so successfully in one direction and the Ameri- 
can Missionary Association in another—as are 
public schools in all Commonweaiths pervaded 
with the Gospel—that threatening illiteracy must 
be banished from ail ranges of society. Men 
must be lifted to a just view of life, to a sense 
of the meaning there is in human history, and 
to some just expectancy of its glorious future. 

Politics must be purified: vengeance and 
violence beid in check. In the administration 
of justice the courts must regain and hold the 
respect and confidence of law-abiding men. 
The sancity of marriage and the safety of home 
must be defended, All combinations of 
men chat interfere with the execution of 
law, the administration of justice, 
or the prevalence and purity of worship must be 
overthrown. The batties with intemperance 
gambling, and all destructive vices, varied an 
projenged as these Batties may be, must be 
pushed to victory, 

The superstitions of irreligion must be scat- 
tered. Men in their terrible and unavoidable 
struggies with sin must tind something to make 
them strunger and more beroic than can any 
inaterialistic philosophy or humanitarianism. 
weakened by the easy-swoing ways of the broad- 
churchman or the agonistic. The forces neces- 
sary to conquer ignurance and sin must find vi- 
tality and strength ig theintinit God, His aton- 
ing Son, and quickening Spirit. Here is work. 
Where are the men adequate in numbers and 
competent in power tolead on “ the sacramental 
host of God's elect’* to these achievements?

THE DEARTH OF MINISTERIAL STUDENTS. 

The Rev. Dr. Hough, of Jackson, Mich., read 
a paper on “ How to call men for the ministry 
from the churches.“ He showed by statistics 
that within the last decade there had been a de- 
crease in proportion to the increasing number 
of churches in the roll of theologicel students. 
He believed that there was a dearth, and almost 
a tamine, in the churches. Meanwhile agnos- 
ticiem and infidelity were rearing their heads 
ana becoming more aggressive every day. He 
deplored the increasing secularization of educa- 
UMonal institudions, especially those devoted to 
bigher educadon, and said hopes of worldly 
success drew too many ofthe best most en- 
e tive of the youth to secular call 

ix -Presidents Sturtevant was called on for re- 
marks on the paper, and said that the great dif- 
ficulty in the way of providing young men for 
the Gospel work 1 8 the increasing wordli- 
ness of the times. e Kev. Mr. Davis. a mis- 
sionary to Japan, said there was a great field for 
Christian effort in that country and much need 
for additional workers. He couid nut see where 
the teachers were to come from unless the 
young men were inspired to the work. 

e Rev. M. Post. D. D., of St. Louis, the 
Rev. F. A. Noble, and others took part in the 
discussion. Mr. Noble expreased more roseate 
views of the situation than those held by Drs. 
Sturtevant and Post, and said that in the years 
to come the people would look back to the pres- 
ent age as one of great th 

Prof. Sturtevant protested against the misre 
resentations of his remarks made by Mr. Noble. 
and rose twice to object to the course of his ar- 
gument. At the close of Mr. Noble's speech the 
Professor demanded the floor for a personal ex- 
planation, but the Chairman said there was a 
goed deal of work yet to do, and Prof. Sturte- 
vant sat down, again protesting against —.— 
his words misquvuted. Finally he was accorde 
a few minutes in which to explain what he said 
and meaot.

FINANCIAL. 

Stocks opened weak under the influence of 
heavy sales of Lake Shore. Trouble was report- 
ed to be brewing among the trunk lines, and 
Vanderbilt was reported to be selling on that ac- 
count. But the market was dull, and continued 
80 to the close. The only stock beside Lake 
Shore that exhibited special life was Cleveland 
Columbus, Cincinnati & Indianapolis. This ad- 
vanced from 70 to 78. closing at 71%. The coal- 
ors were steady, the Grangers strong, and Omaha 
preferred was in demand at 100.

What new 
reverence for its methods and its triumphs did 
we acquire who watched its slow progress? 
Guiteau, with bis clear, shrewd mind, knew at

a ments to fiee from popular justice, 
which would bave torn him in pieces instantly, 
to legal justice, which is loitering and uncer- 
tain. And his faith was justified. The way of 
the law. instead of bei short, sharp, and de- 
cisive, was not only loud with his rant, but tor- 
tuous and inconclusive. Mountains of testimo- 
ny were beaped up around facts which were ad- 
mitted to begin with. A great cloud of expert 
witnesses were summoned to investigate Gui- 
teau’s brain with as childlike a faith as if an 
equally great cloud of experts had not been 
brought to shame over Garticid’s body. And 
with all the time, ‘and talent, and 
money expended not a singie 
fact was discovered, not 
new wus developed; 
forms and solemnities of the law only came to 
the point that the public had reached in four 
and twenty hours—{hat the assasin was a human 
— 1 who should be hung by the neck till he 

ead. 

The universal relief that was felt when the 
jury brought in the verdict shows how wide- 
spread was the apprehension that the law had 
darkened counsel by words without knowledge.

Whatever 
succor came to him from above came from the 
direct outpouring of divine sustenance into the 
substance of his soul. With all manly dignity, 
as the oid-time ns used, with the simpie, 
childlike trust Christians know, he passed 
through the gates of death. and lett to all free 
peoples, and to ali —— struggimg to be free, 
a name that they will not willingly let die. ;

dieton. The first was in the form of a Washing- 
ton letter, studiously hostile and made as of- 
fensive as possible. The second was au editorial 
commenting on the letter chars that Mr.

80, 018 time has arrived. If he is a candidate, 
he cannot afford to lat these damaging state- 
ments go uncontradicted or unexplained.

As 
no one directiy interested has spoken on the 
subject yet, we thought ataik with Mr. Bowler 
on the subject would be good reading. After 
the r of the usual courtesies, we opened 
up with: 

Reporter—You are related to Mr. Pendleton, I 
believe? 

Mr. Bowler—He is my uncie, being my moth- 
er's eidest brother: that’s all. 

Reporter—You haye, ot course, read com- 
ments of the press Of the country. Would you 
object to simplifying matters by giving a euc- 
cinct statement of the whole affair? 

Mr. Bowie Jertainly not. 

Keporter—Weill, I should be glad to have it in 
that shape. 

Mr. Bowler then proceeded to make a state- 
ment, which ran substantially as follows: 

“During my five weeks’ absence I have read 
with the greatest indignation the scurrilous ar- 
ticles contain the unjust and malicious at- 
tacks upon Mr. Pendieton. I was a member of 
the Board of Control of the Kentecky Centra! 
Railroad at the time the arrangemant was made 
fixing his compensation for the collection of 
the claim aguinst the Government, and it 
met with my hearty consent and full ap- 
proval. My mother, in ber own interest, 
and as guardian of the two minor children, was 
consuited, although it was not obligatory, ac- 
cording to the articies of the K. C. R. K., and 
the arrangement was unhesitatingly confirmed 
by her. The settlement as made by Mr. P. was 
entirely satisfactory to us, and is now. My 
brother, now within a few months of his ma- 
jority, expressed himself in the most 
positive terms as to the justice of the compensa- 
tion, and gives it bis most cordial approval. 

My father died July 4. 1864, and since that 
time Mr. P. nas had charge of the estate, and of 
the separate property of my mother. By no 
words can | convey my iceling in regard to the 
faithful and unselfish manoer in which he bas 
devoted himseif and talents to the administra- 
tion of the trust. He sacriticed his convenience, 
private interests, and the practice of his pro- 
fession. At the time of my father’s death there 
were iarge debts, which were paid, not by the 
sacrifice of valuable securities, but by money 
raised by Mr. Pendieton on bis individual credit 
and the pledge of his private fortune. This con- 
tinued for years. Several lawsuits, involymeg 
large amounts of money and very intricate 

uestions. were pending at the time of my 

ather's death. One required the attendance of 
Mr. Pendleton and counsel for weeks on several! 
Occasions at Cleveland. The suit of the 
Covington & Lexington Railroad Company vs. 
Bowler’s heirs and others was protracted 
through ten years of constant and severe litiga- 
tion. It went through all the courts of Ken- 
tucky, and finally, on rebearing in the Court of 
Appeals, was sent back to the Lower Court to 
begin anew as t tae infant defendants. It was 
then compromised after a year of constant and 
painful ne ations. No one can appreciate ex- 
cept those interested, and who lived in daily in- 
tercourse with Mr. Pendleton, the labor, and 
anxiety, and. unremitting strain imposed by bis 
unceasing Vigilance in behalf of the trust. The 
maguitude ot the interests involved in the rail- 
roud litigation you may imagine when you re- 
member that the attorneys employed aguinst us 
were allowed $1,000,000 of stock for their com- 
pensation. 

Wo feel that we owe to him the preservation 
of the estate, and that for his services and ut- 
tention no pecuniary com sation can express 
our gratitude and thankfulness for his exercions 
inour behalf. But in that respect, so tar as 
money goes, he sball be fully rewarded. The 
citizens of Cincinnati know that che estate hus 
been manuged to the best advantage, and that 

these attacks from abroad, under pretense of 
protecting our interest, are prompted by parti- 
san malignity alone.“ 

Reporter—One more question, Mr. Bowler. 
Do you koow anything of the allegativun. that 
Mr. Pendleton used money in the prosecution of 
this claim? 

Mr. Bowlter—I am perfectly satisfied that it is 
absolutely false in every particular. 

After some further conversation of no par- 
ticular interest we took leave of Mr. Bowler, 
who in appearance and dress is a thorougn busi- 
ness-man and a man of the world, not much in
